Overtaxed

opment and contribute to the shortage 
of homos, Mayor Andrew J. Peters'of 
Boston said In an address at the an- 
nual conference of the National Tai 
Association here last iilffht. 


"Tho national government and the 
•tatcs, at least the stale of Massachu- 
setts/1 ho salrl, "appropriate mouoy 
first and find it afterwards. Perhaj>s | 
that is one reason why thoir expendi- 
tures are BO liberal. 


"The city of Boston, however, te 


rather in tho position of a private 
Individual who calculates his Income 
beforehand and adjusts ^s expendi- 
tures to the 
probable nsuros. 
Its 


principal source of revenue is real es- 
tate assessed on the full 
valuation, 


which supplies iwo-tMrds of our en- 
tire Income. 


"Objections havo bean 
made 
to 
thte for two 
reasons, which 1 think 


are sound. In the first place, the real 
estate tax Is an indirect tax. b^rne In 
uncertain ' ratJos by all the members 
of the community. Y.ven the tax on 
land. In defiance of economic theory, 
Is usually shifted. Secondly, the real 
estate tax is excessive In that It Is 
out of proportion to the profits from 
that form of Investment and the grain 
In real estate values. It hcfs been 
estimated that in dnwntown Boston 
nearly 'two-fifths of tho net rental of 
properly (before the tax Is deducted) 
1s taken by the city tax. In other 
cltEos the corresponding flg-ure Is be- 
lieved to be 15 to 30 or 35 per c^nt. 
The effect of this heavy burden 3iaa 
b"«ftn to retard real estate development 
and to contribute to the shortage .of 
hoinee.
